He says he knows 
personally of at least a dozen mines, some 
of which'have been suspended (or ten or 
twelve years, in wbioh operations will be 
resumed within the next tix week*, even if 
stiver fails to advance beyond its present 
price. With tue metal anywhere within 
the nineties they could not be operated at 
» profit and generally at a loos.. The recent 
advance, however, has placed them all 
upon the list of self-suatainiog properties, 
while soma of them will doubtless yield. A 
moderate profit to their owners even at the 
present quotations. With the proipectand 
almost the cirtaiaty ot a still farther ad- 
vance the owners are confident that their 
properties, which they had considered 
virtually worthless, have been made valua- 
ble by the recent legislation, and they will 
lose no time in developing their resources 
in order to regain that which they have ex- 
pended and with a view to continuous 
profitable operations. There is probably 
scarcely a district in the State where sus- 
pended or abandoned mines will not be re- 
opened during the present season., and it 
is not beyond the limit of reasonable con- 
jecture that within the succeeding six 
months there will be at least fifty per cent, 
more men employed ai mining in Nevada 
tli an. at the present time. This will ba di- 
rectly .attributable to the wholesome legisl* 
tion of tbe present Congress. Hundred* 
and even thousands of idle mon will fiud 
profitable employment, and there is nut as 
interest in the State which will feel tbe im- 
mediate effect of the impetus which has 
been giren to our principal industry.

Thmt Are Played with Numerils— Inter- 
•fitlnn Problems In Arithmetic. 
There are certain problems/chiefly 


arithmetical, endued with a vigorous 
immortality. No matter how of ten the 
solution is printed, or how widely an ex; 
haustivo answer is published, the ques- 
tion comes up again, before .the ink ia 
fairly dried, to the lips of hundreds who 
have not seen the reply, or who either 
cannot understand it or will not accept 
it. There are several of these which we 
have printed BO often, but which still 
kept coming, that to save further time 
we struck off a hundred proofs of each, 
and mailed one to the inquirers in suc- 
cession without comment. These proofs 
are exhausted, and we have accumulated 
from a score or more of correspondents 
the same old questions, with, urgent re- 
quests for a fresh solution. We notice 
that The Brooklyn Eagle has been strug- 
gling with one of these. The editor who 
has charge of that department ; is very 
clever, and we think he is playing a little 
with his inquisitor. 


The original question sent to us forty 


years ago and involving the same point 
submitted to The Eagle was, how to find 
the product of £19 19s. lid. 8f. multi- 
plied by itself. Of course if the parts of 
the pounds were stated as fractions, and 
the pounds as whole numbers, then 
19 959-960ths could . bo multiplied by 
itself. But money of account has not 
two dimensions. If a table is 4 feet wide 
and 4 feet long, then 4x4=16 feet, 
and we have the number of square 
feet on the surface. Five times five 
pounds are £25, but five pounds times 
five pounds is unmeaning, as money 
does not measure itself iu that fashion. 
Twice two children are four children, 
but twice children two children has no 
meaning. So "nineteen pounds, nineteen 
shillings, eleven pence, three farthings 
times nineteen pounds, nineteen shill- 
ings, eleven pence, three farthings." is 
utter nonsense. 


TROUBLESOME MILLS. 


The next puzzle on the list, and one 


which comes the oltenest to our desk, in 
some form of a problem which proposes 
to divide a whole sum into fractions that 
together did not make the dividend. 
The original of this in our columns was 
an answer to an actual case where a 
man in his will had devised one-third, 
one-fourth, one-fifth and one-sixth of 
his property respectively to his four 
children, supposing that he had thus de- 
vised the whole of his estate. The frac- 
tions mentioned only made nineteen- 
twentieths of a whole number. This is 
easily seen if they are reduced to a com- 
mon denominator. One-third is twenty- 
sixtieths, one-fourth is fifteen-sixtieths, 
one-fifth is twelve-sixtieths, and one- 
sixth is ten-sixtieths, which together 
make but fifty-seven sixtieths, leaving 
three-sixtieths (or l-20th) to make up 
the whole number. 


This puzzle reappears in some form 


every few days the year round. It is 
answered on the same principle involved 
in the interpretation of the Arab's will. 
He had fifteen horses and four sons. He 
devised his estate, giving one son a half, 
another a quarter, another an eighth 
and the last a sixteenth. They found it 
impossible to agree on a division. The 
eldest son insisted that as seven horses 
would not be half of fifteen he should 
have eight; but the other sons objected, 
and as neither one-half, one-fourth, one- 
eighth nor one-sixteenth would, give 
either son an even lot they had a fierce 
dispute over the division, A venerable 
sheik rode up just as the quarrel was at its 
height, and to compose their differences 
dismounted and generously offered to 
add bis mare to the fifteen belonging to 
the estate, agreeing that each should 
take his allotted share; from the whole 
sixteen, only stipulating that his should 
be the last 'selected. The addition made 
an easy solution of tho difficulty. The 
first then took eight as his half of 
the sixteen, tho next took four for his 
quarter, tho third took two for his 
eighth, and the fourth took one for his 
sixteenth. As this made but fifteen the 
sheik mounted his mare and rode away. 
The Arab boys regarded it as a miracle, 
and exclaimed that Allah had given a 
horse to the sheik for his generous inter- 
ference. In spite of this oft told tale the 
problem still survives and annually puz- 
zles hundreds of our countrymen. 


JFOQLIKO WITH FnHlTIONS. -. . . . 


A more recent problem which we have 


already answered several times, but 
which is repeated every week from some 
quarter, is the division of one fraction 
by another. The original question" which 
we answered several years ago was: 
"What is .the quotient of two-thirds di- 
vided by one-half?" Tho unthinking per- 
son would say that as the half of two- 
thirds is one-third, this must be the solu- 
tion of the problem, but Dabollwill easi- 
ly refute it. The quotient of 2-3 divided" 
by i is 1 1-8; that is, i will go in 2-8 one 
and one-third times. The last form of 
the problem, received as wo write this, 
is to find the quotient of 1 divided by |, 
two partners in a leading banking house, 
having disputed, as they say, all one day 
over the result, the senior maintaining 
that 1 divided by 4 is i, and defying anj 
one to refute it. We answer that when 
1 is divided by i the quotient is 2; that 
ia, i will be found two times in 1. If 6 
be divided by i the answer is 12; that is, 
there are twelve halves in sis. We 
should beg pardon of our readers for re- 
peating these demonstrations if it were 
not for the character and magaitude of 
the disputes which occur every day con- 
corning them. 


We have reserved for tho last of the 


puzzles the century question, which will 
never be laid to rest, we believe, as long 
as the world stands. We printed 250 
proofs of a former answer, and they 
have all been distributed to parties who 
have quarreled over it.

South America's Pampero. 


A strange natural phenomenon is the pam- 


pero, a South Auiwiuui storm" wind. It is 
thus described: A light breezo had been 
Mowing from the northeast,, but uuti steadily 
increased in force and brought with it the 
heated air of the tropics, which, passing over 
a treeless pampa country exposed to the 
burning sun rays of a clear sky, so warms up 
the atmosphere on the shores of the Rio do la 
Plata that its effect. upon human beings is ex- 
ceedingly bad. This state of things generally 
lasts for a week or longer, until the stifling 
beat becomes unbearable, and the inhabitants 
are ^eon resting in grass' hammocks or lying 
on bare floors, incapable of exertion. 


However, relief is close at hand. A little 


cloud "no bigger than a man's hand" is first 
seen to rise above the water, then the heavens 
grow black with clouds, and the battle of op- 
posing winds begins. The pampero advances 
with its artillery well in front; forked flashes 
of vivid lightning, followed by peals of thun- 
der, bear down upon the foe, who, quite up 
to the moment of attack', is1 fiercely discharg- 
ing its fiery breath on, the surrounding re- 
gions. 
The inhabitants now climb on the 


azorteas, or flat roof s, to watch the struggle 
and to be tho first to participate in the de- 
licious relief brought by the pampero to thoir 
fevered bodies. ' 


Far out oh the river ;v curious sight may 


be seen; the opposing waves, raised by the 
rival winds, meet like a rush of cavalry in 
wild career; their white horses with foaming 
crests dash themselves against each other and 
send clouds of dazzling spray high in tb.8 air; 
this, being .bached by an iukysky, readers the 
sceno most imposing. Gradually tho north- 
easter gives itay, follov/ed closely by its ene- 
,nty, the pampero, ivbich throws out skirmish- 
ing currents of ice cold wind in advance of 
its final onslaught. Then comes the roar ot 
the elements, and a deluge such as no one 
•jrould willingly encounter, and cooler weath- 
er is established for the time being.— Cleve- 
land Herald.
